The house of representatives tomorrow will 
| recede from its attitude toward the legisla- 
tion and adopt the senate bill. 

Representative Rucker of Missouri, chair- 
man of the house conference committee, an- 
nounced he would call up the measure and 
informed the members the conferees for the 
house recommend acceptance of the con- 
stitutional amendment as framed by the 


senate. 
Speaker Clark Favors Bill. 

Mr. Rucker’s announcement was made as 
a result of a decision to recede reached by 
Speaker Clark and his associates in the 
leadership of the majority. There, con- 
sequently, is no doubt the house will ratify 
this policy. 

The house bill. provided for the direct elec- 
tion of senators, but also deprived the fed- 
eral government of the power of regulating 
such elections. 

In the senate the Bristow amendment 
eliminated this pro , leaving the language 
of the constitution pn thie point as it stands. 
The state rights mocrats professed fear 
of federal force bills interfering with their 
elections. 

But when the senate last week refused to 
recede from its position the house Demo- 
crats decided they could not afford to go be- 


they defeated the direct election of senators 
for the sake of the antiquated state rights

Taft Will Sign Measure. 

The joint resolution carrying the proposed 
constitutional amendment will be signed by 
President Taft and then submitted to the 
legislatures of the several states. 

When it shall have been ratified by the leg- 
islatures of three-fourths of the states it auto- 
matically will become a part of the federal 

constitution and will be so proclaimed by the 
secretary of state. 

Rafification will be necessary by thirty-six 
states. Already more than a score have pe- 
titloned congress to submit the amendment, 
so that a ratification by the requisite num- 
per within a short time is regarded as a fore- 
gone conclusion.

RAZE CATHEDRAL 


Heavy Loss of Lives of Refu- 
gees in Sacred Building 
at Tepie Reported. 


STATEHOUSE TORN DOWN. 


. bercadd battle of tn 


revolution on the Western coast is now 
raging at Tepic, where 2,000 rebels, styling 
themselves Zapatistas, are éngaged in a 
determined effort to take the town. 

There was heavy loss of life when the big 
Tepic cathedral, crowded with refugees, 
was raged. The statehouse was torn down 
and the residencer of a number of the 
wealthiest citizens were looted and torn 
down. 

The American hacienda’ Quimeichic, on 
the Sinaloa-Tepio border, wae attacked re- 
cently by local bandits. It was held by five 
Americans who repulsed the attack, the ban- 
dits losing several of their number. The 
assault lasted a half hour. 

The enemy once repulsed, the Americans 
gathered their eight women and children 
and walked twenty miles to a river where 
they secured canoes and made their way, 
suffering intense hardships, to Teacapan, 
where they boarded a steamer for Mazatlan. 


Culiacan Held by Rebels. 

When the rebel column of 1,500 men under 
Gens. Franco, Vega, and Quintero entered 
this city yesterday the federal garrison at- 
tempted to slip out, but was overtaken at 
the railroad. A fight ensued in which the 
rebels lost twenty ‘killed and the federals, 
who were greatly outnumbered, several 
more. The rebvel’s first commandeered all 
horses and myles. Looting was confined to 
stores and warehouses for the most part. 

Quintero’s eagerness f loot cost him his 
life. He violated a truce in entering the 
city prematurely, and the disorders which. 
followed, for which his men were held re- 
sponsible. were so serious that he was ar- 
rested, tried by court martial, and shot dead 
in the presence of the troops drawn up on 
Canedo bridge. His death relieves the city 
of one of its worst elements. 

Twenty-two Americans fied the city the 
day the rebels took possession. Today there 
was an intervention scare and six others left 
on a railroad motor car. 

Aid for American Refugees. 

Washington, D: C., April 26—The army 
transport Crook will leave San Francisco 
Sunday for the west coast of Mexico to pick 

up any American refugees who may wish 
to leave tHe country, The Crook will visit‘ 
Topolobampo, Altata, Mazatlan, all in the 
state of Sinaloa; San Blas, Teple, Mazanillo 
in Colima, and Acapulco in Guerrero. The 
vessel is sent at the request of the state de- 
partment after urgent requests from many 
Americans stranded in the states bordering 
the Pacific. 

State department advices indicate that 
there are perhaps 500 Americans likely to 
avail themselves of this opportunity to leave 
Mexico. About 200 of these are at Los Mochis 
and vicinity, and probably 300 more scattered

AMASSED FORTUNE 1N TIMBER 


Dr. Daniel K. Pearsons is dead. 

The eccentric millionaire, who has given 
away between six and seven million dollars 
to small schools and colleges in the United 
States, succumbed to pneumonia at the Hins- 
dale sanitarium at 2 o'clock this morning. 

Death came in his bad year. He did not 
live to carry out a prophecy he had made to 
THe Tais on the occasion of his 92d 
birthday that he would round out a full cen- 
tury. But he did consummate a more fervent 
wish—that he meet death a penniless man. 
All of his fortune he had given away. Since 


tarlum on the bounty of one of the institu- 
tions he ehdowed. 
Life Span Nearly a Century. 
Daniel Kimball Pearsons was born in Brad- 
ford, Vt., April 14, 1820. Like Andrew Car- 


+ | negie, he came of Scotch stock, but with a 
Woeral inruston of Yankee blood, his mother 


a member of the Israel Putnam family. His 
Scotch ancestors had come to New England 
in the early colonial days. 

The Vermont farmer’s boy inherited no 
money. He worked himself to raw bone and 
muscle in the stony fields of the old, worn 
out farm, and in some way saved enough to 
get started at Dartmouth. After a year of 
study, paid for by outside work that wrecked 
him physically, he was forced to leave. 

He studied medicine for a while in Han- 
over, N. H., and then entered a medical 
school at Woodstock, Vt. There his funds 
ran out again, but a professor in the school 
loaned the boy $100 and he graduated. That 
Was the inspiration in later sears for a 
sacred loan fund of $150,000 devoted only to 
assisting poor boys to get through college. 


Sneer Causes Momentous Pledge. 

After a year and a.half of practice in Ver- 
mont he removed to Chicopee, Mass., where 
he continued for ten years, and married. In 
1851 he brought his wife to the west and 
they settled in Janesville, Wis. 

Dr, Pearsons has said that on the way to 
Wisconsin he rode in the same coach with

as they passed a new college. Dr. Pearsons 
said his companion was & fool. an- 
nounced, which was more to the 8 
in time he was going to have a great fortune 


and all that he could spare he was going to 


give to colleges. The other man passed out 
of the Pearsons horizon, but he had done 
his work and $6,000,000 or more is the last- 
ing monument the eastern physician erected 
to show his contempt for his chance fellow 
passenger. 

The practice of medicine prospered, but 
it did not continue. The Yankee boy put 
all his money into lands, particularly farm 
lands in growing sections. He sold out ata 
large profit. Friends in the east turned over 
money for him to invest, and rapidly he 
built up a great realty business. 


Dollars Grow Into Millions. 

He bought timber lands when timber was 
worth little. His friends told him | pe would 
lose all he had, but he kept on buying. 
Eventually he had all the loose timber lands 
he could buy. Then his friends came around 
to him to buy the timber. He sold it off for 
more than he had paid for the entire land, 
then sold the land itself at an additional enor- 
mous profit. His dollars grew into hundreds, 
his hundreds into thousands, his thousands 
into millions. 

And then the old man, for he had aged in 
this time, saw he was not giving as much as 
he was getting. There recurred to him the 
heresies uttered by the chance fellow passen- 
ger on that early trip to Janesville and the 
pledge he had made. The thought was a 
sudden one, but he did not follow the impulse 
Dlindly. He looked over the field of small 
college, particularly those attended by poor 
boys, and chief of all the colleges in the Ken- 
|} tucky mountains, where he believed there 
were still growing potential Lincolns. 

He looked over the character of these boys 
and over the financial management and 
needs of the colleges. He studied the facts 
and drew his own conclusions. Then and 
only then did he begin to make his great 
donations. 

Not a Cent Wasted. 

„The result of that study,“ he said a few 
weeks ago, “is that not a cent has been 
wasted. I have imposed conditions that 
made every cent do some good. The condi- 
tions are not laborious. They are economic. 
I know what money means. I know how 
hard it is to get. I know that it is a sin to 
waste it, for it can do much good, and when 
it is not doing positive good It ts doing post- 
tive harm. There is no such thing as harm- 
less idleness.” 

And the interest in the colleges did not die 
with the benefactions. That had deen only 
the start.

Captain of Californian Says 
He Tried to Rescue, but 
Was Stopped by Ice. 


SAW ROCKETS SENT UP. 
Member of Crew Accuses Com- 
mander of Having Sailed 
by Sinking Ship. 


Washington, D. C., April 26—Ablaze with 
light from its saloons and cabins, the Titanic 
dashed full spead ahead to ite destruction, 
according to Ernest Gill. a donkey engine- 
man on the steamship Californian, who tes- 
tified today before the senate committee in- 
westigating the disaster. 

Gill said that Capt. Stanley Lord of the 
Californian refused later to go to the aid of 
the Titanic, the rockets from which could 
be plainly seen. This Capt. Lord denied, hut 
both he and his wireless operator acknowl- 
edged to having seen rockets. Their ship, 
they said, was fast in the ice. 

P. A. 8. Franklin, vice president of the 
White Starline, denied that line has attempt- 
ed to handicap the inquiry. Other witnesses 
told of the sinking of the Titanic, two of 
them praising the conduct of J. Bruce Ismay. 


Tells of Warning Titanic. 

Cyril Evans, the Californian’s wireless op- 
erator, told of hearing much talk among the 
crew, who were critics of the captain's 
course. Gill, he said, told him he expected 


to get $500 for his story when the ehip reached 
Boston. 


Evans told of having warned the Titanic

But by the time of the arrival of a police 
ambulance, Dr. C. Pruyn Stringfield, house 
physician at the Grand Pacific, who had 
been summoned, had quieted the patient and 
the police retired, 


Wite Accompanies Him to Sanitarium. 

Later a private ambulance was called and 
Mr. Gillingham was taken to a sanitarium. 
His wife accompanied him but reserved her 
suite on the eleventh floor of the Black- 
stone. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gillingham registered at the 
hotel about two weeks ago. They gave Chi- 
cago as their home city, but they have spent 
much of the time in the east and traveling 
during the last five years and have not main- 
tained a residence. in this city. They | came 
to Chicago from Honolulu. 

Mr. Gillingham is about 60 years old. He 
has lived a life of ease and wealth, but al- 
ways has been known among Chicago brok- 
ers and board of trade operators as a good 
tellow.“ Clerks at the Blackstone said that 
during his stay there he kept up his repu- 
tation for being sociable.” 

For about twenty years Mr. Gillingham 
was associated with Joy Morton & Co. When 
he retired five years ago he had charge of 
the city sales. 


Joy Morton Talks of Gillingham. 

“Mr. Gillingham was an expert broker 
and salesman,” said Joy Morton last night 
at the Chicago club. He knew almost 
everybody in Chicago that he needed to 
know to be a success in his line. Since he 
retired, however, I have seen little of him. 
A few months ago I saw him. I am indeed 
sorry to hear he is stricken. I believe he has 
lived part of the time in Boston since leaving 


Chicago.”

STRICT IN GOGAINE SALES 


Chicago Wholesale Druggists Say 
They Comply with Law. 


RESENT CHARGES OF KEBLER 


‘Registered Pharmacists Required to 


Sign Orders for Purchase. 


The charges made by Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, 
chief of the drug division iff the department 
of agriculture at Washington, published in 
THE TRIBUNE on Thursdays, to the effect 
that cocaine is easily obtained in Chicago, 
is denied—so far as these charges relate to 
wholesale drug houses—by representatives 
of leading wholesale druggists of the city. 

Arthur Dawson, president of Robert Stev- 
enson & Co., says the allegations made by 
Dr. Kebler to Tur TRIBUNE correspondent 
in Washington do great injustice to the Chi- 
cago drug jobbers, “ ho, one and all, com- 
ply with the state law of Illinois governing 
the sale of cocaine.” 


Sold Only to Druggists. 

All sales of cocaine,” says Mr. Dawson, 
are recorded in books kept for the purpose 
and no person not a druggist can buy an 
ounce of the drug from any Chicago jobber. 
Even shipments to druggists are refused 
unless an order is given signed by a regis- 
tered pharmacist. 

Jobbers' sales of cocaine are checked off 
at regular intervals by resident members 
of the state board of pharmacy. If, as al- 
leged, cocaine may be bought freely from 
Chicago jobbers by any one, why is it neces- 
sary for peddlers to obtain supplies from 
Michigan or Indiana?” 


State Law Complied With. 

C. P. Van Schaack of Peter Van Schaack 
& Sons, likewise denies that part of Dr. 
Kebler’s charge which relates to sale by 
wholesalers. Mr. Van Schaack says: 

There is no item in our stock the sale 
of which is safeguar@ed more than the item 
cocaine. No one but a dealer, recognized 
and licensed as such, can obtain the item 
iffrom us in the manufacturers’ original 
package, and then, as @ matter of record, he 
has to sign a certificate that in obtaining it 
he does so in full compMance with the cocaine 
and pharmacy laws of the stajé of Illinois.” 


TRY TO PREVENT RAIL STRIKE.

Both Sides Claim Victory and Attitude 
of Republicans Will Be Watched by 
Taft and Hitchcock. 


Washington, D. C., April 26.—[Spectah}— 
The house of representatives will go on 
record tomorrow on the question of the es- 
tablishment of the Democratic parcels post 
plan. Both advocates and opponents claim 
victory. Those who favor the measure 6 
mit the vote may be close. 

Within the last three weeks the interests 
campaigning to prevent parcels post legisia- 
tion have redoubled their efforts. Extraordi- 
nary pressure has been brought to bear on 
members of the house, individually and c- 
lectively, to induce them to shelve the meas- 
ure brought forward by the Democratié lead- 
ers. The interests behind this campaign of 
opposition are said to be headed by the ex- 
press companies and the railroads. 

The opponents will seek to eliminate the 
parcels post section entirely and if not suc- 
cessful will try to modify it. They are will- 
ing to compromise on an appropriation for 
a joint congressional commission to conduct 
still another investigation of the subject. 

The attitude of the regular Republicans 
will be watched with interest, for President 
Taft and Postmaster General Hitchcock 
have indorsed a limited parcels post par- 
ticularly on rural routes.

Dr. Abbott Talks to Students. 


The (Rev. Lyman Abbott was spiritual men- 

tor yesterday afternoon to a large gathering 
of University of Chicago students who wrote 
out theological questions that were bothering 
them and receiyed their answers in the form. 
of short sermons from three to ten minutes in 
length by the New York clergyman-editor. 
In answering the question “Ig it advtsable 
for a minister to take sides on a political 
question? Dr. Abbott said: “Ordinarily, no. 
It is not wise for a minister to be a Pro- 
hibitionist, a Roosevelt man, a Taft man, a 
Wilson man, or a Clark man. There is a 
deeper work for him to do. I think a minister 
should approach the public from the divine and 
not the personal or partisan side. The greatest 
need of the time is not the election of Mr. 
Roosevelt, Mr. Taft, Mr. Wilson, or Mr. Clark, 
or of the regulation of the tariff or of the ‘rail- 
roads. The most important thing is that high 
ideals should be strenuously and coufageously 
maintained in all political. parties. ; 

“If a minister identifies himself with one 
party he shuts himself off from the others. 
The great fundamental questions are bigger 
than parties and more important for the 
American people. Brotherhood is more im- 
portant than Socialism, and progress !s more 
important than progressive Republicanism or 
progressive Democracy. For ministers to act 
according to this principle is greater than to 
tell men how to vote in the next election.” 

“What evidence is there of imnrortality?”

“I am now over three score years and ten, 
and I have had from seven to ten bodies,” ‘said 
Dr. Abbott.

Perennials. - 
BY EBEN k. REXFORD. 


HE woman who loves flowers, but does 
not have muck time to devote to them, 
ought to plant perennials. For the fol- 
lowing reasons: These plants, when once 
established; are good for an indefinite pe- 
riod. They. require but little attention. They 
are hardy. And all the kinds I shall name suc- 
céed in almost all solls and anywhere at the 
‘north. b | 
The general impression prevails that annuals 
are the best plants for the amateur gardener 
to grow. In other words, that they are of such 
easy cultivation that one stands a much better 
chance of success with them than with any 
other class. While it is true that any one who 
is willing to give them a little time and at- 
tention can them to excellent advantage, 
it is also true that quite a collection of peren- 
nials will demand far less work on the part of 
the owner than a small bed of annuals. Where 
these are grown there will be beds to spade, soil 
to pulverise, seed to sow, and weeds to pull, 
while a collection of perennials will be satisfied 
with an application of some good fertilizer each 
spring, ahd a stirring of the soil with the hoe 
work that can be done easily and rapidly, and 
that will not need doing again soon. There- 
fore the argument is strong in favor of the 
perennial from the work standpoint. And an- 
other argument in favor of this class of plants 
is—-that if. properly cared for they improve 
with age. 21 
In preparing the ground for the reception of 
perennials, spade it well and make it rich. 
They must have a mellow soll to spread their 
roots in, and plenty of good food to assist their 
development. They will live on indefinitely in 
a poor soll, but they will never give ‘satisfac- 
tion in it, Therefore give them liberal treat- 
ment. a Lee 
Dicentra—better known as Bleeding Heart,” 
because of its heart shaped flowers, with. pink 
tipe—is an early bloomer... It has attractive 
foliage. 
fully curved stalks, in peridant sprays, and are 
lovely. There ought to be a plant of it in every 
garden. a 
The good old peony is too well known to 
need words of praise from me. It is, to the 
pérennial world what the rose is to the shrub 
garden, Give it a rich soil and let its roots 
alone and it will increase in size from year to 
year and give hundreds of magnificent flowers 
and you will think, when it is in full bloom, 
that it is a far more satisfactory plant to grow 
than anything elee you could have chosen. If 
I could have but one perennial it should be 
this. Most persons injure their plants by sep- 
arating the roots of them for their friends. 
Never do this, for as long as you keep on doing. 
it your plants will give but few returns in 
the way of blossoms. 
any knowledge is so impatient of disturbance 
of its roots. A rich soll is a matter of prime 
‘importance in its culture It does better in a 
rather heavy loam than in lighter soils. If you 
have no peonies do not fail to set at least half 
a dozen plants this spring. | 
—

popularity. It is a stately plant, often throw- 
ing up flower stalks five or six feet in height.

Pineapple Salads. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE pineapple is not so gruff and spiny & 
fruit as it sometimes seems to be. It is 
simply forbidding to those unacquainted 
with its virtues. When its delightful and 


healthful qualities are once fully appre-- 
ciated the work of preparing it seems as noth- 


ing. 
A good time to make the acquaintance of this 
splendid fruit, if you have not been so fortu- 
nate as to have done so long before, is just 
about now, when it is less expensive than at any 
other time of the whole year. Within the limit 
of a month now it will-reach its bottom price. 
This is one of the few foods that is itself a 
digestive and therefore is good to eat .with 
heavy things. ozs 1 

The getting at the fruit of the pineapple does 
seem difficult if we have not a sharp knife and 
some experience. As to using a silver knife for 
cutting and paring this, it is not necessary if 
ordinary precautions are used. A steel knife 
for this purpose should be absolutely clean and 
it should not be allowed to lie around a minute 
with any acid fruit juice upon it—pineapple or 
other. he compound formed is not good for 
the knife and it is especially bad for people.

In slieing and paring the pineapple the knife 

should frequently be rinsed off with cold water 

and. wiped dry, especially if there is any. sus- 
pension of the work. ‘ 


If only a part of the fruit is needed for a 


meal or one service, the best way to do is to 


cut off only as many slices as are needed and 


then to put the pinéapple, cut side down, 
clean plate.

AKE off the high tariff on justice 
and give it to ‘the consumer ‘at 
cost. 

This was the appeal made es- 

terday by George Bryan of Vir- 
gina at the notable meeting of the Illifiots 
State Bar association in. the rooms of the 
Hotel La Salle. It was the annual meeting 
of the Illinois dend The bar associa- 
tions of every state in the union had been in- 
vited and nearly thirty states had responded 
by ‘sending delegates. 
The subject for discussion was procedural! 
reform, and if there is a belief in the minds 
of ‘the people that lawyers cling to musty 
forms and are loathe to part with the red 
tape of antiquity, that belief would have 
been shattered by listening to the speeches 
and noting the reception accorded them at 
this meeting. Over 30,000 lawyers in néar!+ 
thirty states were represented by proxy, and 
they had come together for the single pur- 
pose of attempting to simplify the rules 
under which justice is being administered in 
this country today.

In his opening wAdress been ce Kent Ten- 
ney, the president of the Illinois State Bar 
association, showed it was the lawyers’ duty 
to undertake the reform and pointed out the 
danger that lies not in opposition but in 
apathy on the part of a regrettably large 
number of conservative lawyers. 
it clear that we are not obliged to choose be- 
twen the Scylla of the old common law sys- 
tem and the Charybdis of an enormous code, 
but could take the wige middle course found- 
ed upon the two essentials of a short and 
simple practice act to be passed by the 
legislature and power in the courts to regu- 
late matters of procedure. Mr. Tenney. said: 

“If we look upon the ¢ourt as a govern- 
mental business agency charged with the 
full responsibility of the administration of 
justice, is it not plain that the method by 
which it.shall reach this result will be better 
formulated through its action than by the 
imposition of arbitrary rules from another 
branch of the government?’ 

We trust the judges, and are willing to 
trust them with the decision of our rights; 
why should we be unwilling to trust them 
with the mere matters of form? 

"Mr. Tenney. pointed out that a great ad- 
vance would be made if the Supreme court 
of the United States could be empowered 
to formulate a simple practice act for use 
in the federal courts throughout the coun- 
try. This would result not only in a’ direct 
benefit to litigants in that court but would 
serve as an excellent example for the lawyers 
in the various states. 

— . 

At the conclusion of his opening speech Mr. 
Tenney called upon the states in alphabetical 
order, and Henry M. Armistead of Arkanses 
was the first of the. visiting delegates to 
address the meeting. Mr. Armistead defend- 
ed the much abused New York code, with 
its enormous mass of detail, by stating that 
when framed by David Dudlen Field it con- 
tained but 300 provisions, and that the New 
York. legislature. was to blame for having 
ruined its usefulness by adding an enormous 
pbumber of amendments. 

Horace G. Lant of Colorado favored the 
„recall.“ not of judges but of our antiquated 
system of common law procedure. He con- 
demned his brother lawyers as cowards for 
shirking what he deemed their plain duty, 
namely: that of undertaking at once a vigor- 
ous and -thoroughgoing reform in the meth- 
ods by which justice is administered, and 
voiced a complaint that was heard repeatedly 
throughout the day that under our present 
system the poor litigant is at a decided dis- 
advantage, since, if de lose at the first trial, 
the cost of an appeal has been by our elab- 
-orate system rendered almost prohibitive.

“Where the jury is instructed in writing 
the court should require the lawyers to state 
their objections to these instructions before 
they ere read to the jury, and should not al- 
low error in such instructions, to which no 
objection is made at the time, to be made 
the basis of complaint ir the upper court as 
a means on the part of the defeated party 
of obtaining a reversal. 

The judge should be permitted to com- 
ment upon the evidence so that the jury in 
determining its weight and credibility may 
have the benefit of his views. Finally the 
Appellate court should never be permitted 
to reverse a case unless upon an examina- 
tion of the whole record it appears that 
there has been a miscarriage of justice.”

It 
is the Nationa] Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, which begins 
its fourth annual conference in the new 
Sinai temple Sunday evening, and is to hold 
sessiong Monday and Tuesday in Handel 
hall. / 

In its declaration of purpose the associa- 
tion, which is especially strong in the east, 
asserts its belief “ that the scientific truths 
of the negro problem must be available be- 
fore the country can see its way wholly 
clear to right existing wrongs,” and that 
the best way to uplift the colored man is 
the best way to aid the white man to peace 
and socia] content; it has no other desire 
than exact justice, and no other motive than 
humanity.” 

The association is active in asserting the 
civil right of the negro under our constitu- 
tion and in obtaining justice for him in the 
court It opposes the tendency to limit 
consideration of the negro’s advance to 
industrial training, and maintains his right 
to the varied opportunities we demand for 
the white. 

The program of the conference includes 
some interesting addresses, and the session 
of Tuesday morning, in which the delegates 
report upon actual! conditions, is likely to be 
especially important. Similar sessions in 
Boston and New York are said to have 
given audiences “glimpses of the raw 
depths of American civilization that were 
fairly staggering.” 

The negro challenges the most patient, 
courageous, and enlightened consideration 
of which the whole American people are 
capable. .

Chicago, April 26.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. I For the benefit of those living in the 
vicinity of Sheridan road, near Alexanger 
place, Airdrie place, and Buena Park, I 
wish to warn those possessing pet dogs that 
I am informed that the vacant lot on the 
corner of Sheridan road and Airdrie place 
conthins a large quantity of small pieces of 
poisoned meat, etc., containing strychnine 
in doses large enough to kill the dogs. 

My own pet dog was poisoned by strych- 
nine at a late hour last night, when he was 
taken out on à leash, having obtained the 
poisonous food in some unknown manner, 
and was found in convulsions at 6 o'clock 
this morning by me. Prompt and the most 
skitiful veterinary service has, we hope, 
| probably saved the dog’s life, but strychnine 
poisoning was the cause of convulsions. 

The veterinary surgeon has knowledge of 
the poisoned lot, as well as myself, and I 
desire to warn all persons living in that 
locality who have valuable dogs and occa- 
sionally let them out loose. My own dog has 
never been out without a leash, so that 
makes no difference. K. T.

Two deals in the central district and a par- 
ticularly interesting long term ground lease 
in the Belmont avenue district on the north 
side were closed yesterday.

cash. The lot fronts forty feet, with e 
depth of 180 feet, and js improved with a 
four story and basement stone front brick 
bullding, which was valued by the board of 


review at $17,238 

The board of review valuation for the en- 
tire property is $145,836. Mr. Williams made 
the purchase for investment. 


Another Downtown Deal. 

In ‘the other downtown deal John Milton 
Oliver, the attorney, and Edgar M. Snow 
sold to Henry Kau, importer of vintage
